Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, under the definitions of R 1 and R 2 , there are two 
different definitions for the "n" variable. 

In claim 1 , under the definition of R 4 , an "or" is needed after 
definition b). 
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In claim 1, under the definition of R 4 c), an "and" is needed after 
CH 2 C(=0)CH 2 -'\ 

In claim 11, "oen" is unclear as to its meaning. 

Claim 13 does not conform to M.P.E.P. 608.01 (m) since each claim 
must end with a period and no other periods may be used elsewhere in 
the claims except for abbreviations {see last line on page 146 and last line 
on page 147}. 

In claim 13, "substituent" is misspelled (see last line on page 147). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 
in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ju Young Lee et al. {Journal of the Chemical Society, 
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Perkin Transactions 1 : Organic and Bio-Organic Chemistry, January 
1998, (2), pages 359-365}. 

Lee et al. disclose compound 3 on page 360 which is embraced by 
the instant claims.
